“The extension of Memel to be 
one of the strongest fortresses in 
the Baltic is already in progress,” 
the report concludes. 

The harbour - of. Memel, which 
lies in‘a- highly importgnt strategic 
position in the very centre of the 
Baltic, commanding the sea-going 
approaches and exits of Leningrad, 
Kronstadt, Helsingfors, ‘Stockholm, 
Riga, Libau and Reval, is at the 
moment of insufficient depth: to al- 
low of its. safe use ‘by the largest 
classes of warships. 

‘DREDGING POSSIBLE

This* remark 
is not infrequently made, in. schools 
and out of them, and for every time 
it is said, it is probably even more 
frequently in the thought of the ex- 
asperated teacher who’ feels that 
he has really shown quite . exem- 
plary patience and teaching skill 
with no result whatever. - 

Is it possible that if the “telling” 
had been. done only once it might 
have been remembered,: without oc- 
casion for thé iaseless’ repetition? 

. One of the most interesting points 
made by Miss ‘Charlotte Mason, the 
founder of the Parents National 
Educational Union, was that a child 
should be told or read a-story only 
once, and that he could on this basis 
be trained to a very high degree of 
retentiveness. : :
